000.000.

Most *f the skin troubles located

full of sorrow and tribulation. How 
could a man scratch the Inside of his 
stomach and itch without scratching 
privileges is an unmitigated hardship. 


A. C/ Parsons made a study of the 
causes of this widespread malady. He 
found several. 
In the first place he found no avi- 
dence that baker's itch was due to the 
use of Chinese flour. Whenever some 
people don't know any cause for a 
malad> they charge it 
to Chinesp 
hair, Chinese eggs, Chinese dyes, Chin- 
ese flour, or something else of Chin- 
ese origin. 
Nor was It due to any mite or other- 


insect in thf flour. . Nor to salt nor 
sugar used in the dough. 
,. 
The largest single factor was un- 


cleanlineBs in the bakery. There was 
very little of the trouble among men 
who worked in very clean bakerte*. 
The beat single measure of protection 
was the provision of -very clean bak- 
eries with more towels and better 
washing facilities. 
There should b« 
wash bowls, soap, water, and towels 
so conveniently placed and so attrac- 
tive }hal the bakers would use them 
frequently during the work hours. 
Perhaps the next moat . important 


items was the installation of more 
dough mixers. In ar'thoroujrhlir mod- 
ern bakery there IsJyery little reason 
for keeping the hand* in dough. Some 
people are eenaitlyef to flour. They 
are poisoned by eve» minute quanti- 
ties o_f flour of the belt grades. Some 
of these can work in bakeries when 
there are dough mixers, ^fiome can 
get along all right If they wil} wear 
rubber gloves, while rsotne will hive 
to flnd other trades. "Hhe latter group 
are so easily poisoned- that they can- 
not come m contact with flour with- 
out getting baker's itch or hives or 
asthma. 
A few get baker's itch from handl- 


ing baking powders. 
Most of the*" 


are all rijrht when they wear rubber 
gloves or keep th*lr hands out of the 
batch. 
The best single remedy to apply to 
the Irritated skin is caTpmlne lotion. 
Some will not get well without takins 
a vacation 
or 
working- at another 


trade for a while 
, 
Since bread i* cooked after being 
handled and is not easily- contaminat- 
ed after being produced, there is no 
danger to the consumer from baker's 
itch or any other trouble to which 
bakers are subject. 
The question is of health interest 


only to bakers, masters and journev- 
ment.

High School last night received their 
diplomas and words of encouragement 
at the Commencement exercises which 
were held in the Majestic theatre be- 
fore a thoroughly representative au- 
dience. 
The exercises were marked 


by a dynamic address on education' 
by Dr. A. B. Chandler, president of 
the State Teachers' College at Fred- 
erlcksburg the customary salutatory 
and valedictory, singing by the High 
School Glee Club and the exchange of 
gifts, the latter being quit* Informal 
and following the dismissal of the au- 
dience. Superintendent of Schols W. 
C. Brigfis presided with grace at the 
commencement. 


The underlying motif of the exer- 


cises was the bond Issue. It crept into 
the salutatory given by Miss Helen 
Cadwallader daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
E. C. Cadwallader of 934 Green street 
and the 
valedictorian 
Luther Dow 


Cooley of Sutherlln, son of Mrs. W. G. 
Cooley streesed the necessity of larger 
school facilities in Danville. Mrs. A. 
D. Keen, chairman of the schoolboard 
who Just prior to the distribution of 
the diplomas gave an expression of 
the honor she felt in performing this 
task 'and at the same time made an 
earnest appeal for the bond issue in 
order that an equal start and a fair 
chance may be given every child in 
Danville. 
The speaker of the eve- 


ning while studiously "avoiding offer- 
ing Danville advice as to 
what it 
should do in the bond issue devoted 
one portion of his address to showing 
what other Virginia communities have 
dne nad are doing through the bond 
issue method of improving and en- 
larging schools. 


The fifty-two 
graduates who last 


gartt Thomas Withers, 
he teaching of boys and girls is ac- 
cepted as being perhaps th» most im- 
portant business that can b« entrusted 
to a human being. 
Dr. Chandler referred to the value 


of the teaching of hygiene in the pub- 
lic schools. The recognition given to 
this particular phase of education he 
said was manifested by the recent 
act of the legislation which provides 
that after 19U5 no teacher shall be 
ceitifled to teach in any public school 
unless he or she in proficient in the 
art of making a diagnosis of physical 
handicaps among children such as de- 
fective vision and hearing, bad teeth, 
tonsular infection and the other ills 
of the child which play such an im- 
portant part in retarding the mental 
development. 
The speaker declared in the course 


of his remarks that usually it was the 
poorer people who are more prone 
to support progressive measures while 
it is the rich who are-'frequently found 
to be selfishly opposing them- 
Dr. 


Chandler said that being a stranger 
in Danville he had no intention of un- 
dertaking to offer advice in the pend- 
ing bond issue. He cited a recent visit 
to Arlington county where he stated 
that one million dollars has been made 
available for a high «-hool and an 
elementary school 
by 
bond issue. 


Newport News, he stated has the most 
handsome high, school in Virginia 
now nearing completion at a cost of 
1500,000 made available by a bond is- 
sue.

Banks May Have 


Disastrous Year

source of capital but in cultivating a 
spirit of good-will in 'he community 
which was a very real if intangible 
value From 
the standpoint of the 


customer owner the plan has proved 
beneficial in that he has been able 
to obtain a sound security with rea- 
sonable return and one with the pro- 
gress of which he is able to keep in 
close touch.
